NNUAL FAIR AT LEDUCDRAWS 
LARGE ATTENDANCE EACH DAY; | 


_ FINE QUALITY OF LIVE STOCK 


The annusl fair of the Leduc Agri- 
cultural Society had a fine start on 
The weather proved favor- 
able and there were over twelve hun- 
dred in attendance, more than ever 
before on the first day. The inside 
show Was held fi the large new curl- 
ing rink, erected at one corner of the 
vood-sized grounds. While the build- 
ing was not quite finished, it proved a 
decided advantage over the former 
course of having the stuff shown heve 
It was well occupied with 
nice exhibits and was more or less fill- 
ed with people ali afternoon. One side 
was teken up with a good-sized rest- 
room, which was highly appreciate, 
next came the exhibit of the Lacombe 
experimental station, and then there 
were good displays of loeal mer 
chants, On the opposite side ws first 
a collection of plants, then the educa- 
tion and arts display, domestic work, 
children’s and ladies’ work. Next to 
this came an office, where the sccre- 
tary and other officials were to be 


ure was distributed. The buildiag was 
nicely decorated and from one of the 
display sections a $200 Victrola fur- 
ished music all the time, adding t 
the pleasure of the crowd, In the ev- 
ening there was an open air concer( 
by the town band, which ws followed 
by a well attended dance. 


Attractive Exhibits 

There was not a large collection “f 
plants and flowers, but some of the 
entries were choice. Some very fine 
looking eggs, in both white and brown, 
wege shown, and th¢ half dozen entries 
of print and also crock butter, and two 
nice cheese, were good. Tn edu- 
cation and arts, a section devoted to 
work of schools in the distrio:, was 
pleasing, It was open to compesti‘ion 
amongst pupils in actual »ttendan 
the schools. The prize list in thu s 
tion was added to consideraviy this 
year so that there was larger and 
keener competition. The  plasticine 
work was exceedingly fine, in the 
form of bananas, apples and pears. 
There were some good samples of 
writing, this being restricted to what 
is known «as the Barnes system, In 
the vicinity of the girls’ work, there 
was always a jamb. The exhibits 
were in sections restricted to children 
under the ages of 18, 15 and 10 respec- 
tively. Some of the latter was espe- 
cially attractive, being well made and 
fanciful. It included not only a yar- 
fety of the usual fancy work, but 
some samples of good butter. The la- 
dies’ department carried a large dis- 
play of the very best work. This sec- 
tion is becoming more and more one 
showing useful as well as fancy ar- 
ticles, In the domestic products there 
was a most excellent showing of good 
bread, buns, ples and cakes of all var- 
ieties and shapes. To be a judge of 
the ladies’ work is sometimes looked 
upon asa sort of easy job, but it was 
not so with Miss Ure at Leduc, for she 
had to roll up her sleeves, as it were, 
and work all day, the department be- 
ing well filled with splendid exhibits. 


~ Second Day 

Tuesday opened bright for the sec- 
ond day of the Leduc fair, It wes 
whut may be termed Visitors’ Day, for 
there were many more in attendance 
from distant points than on Monday. 
A Jarge number were from Edmon- 
ton. As there were fully as many pres- 
ent as on the first day, the exhibition 
results should be quite encouraging to 
the directors. Early in the morning, 
the judging of the stock began and it 
took well on to the close to finish. 

Of horses there was not a large 
showing, nor as good as looked for, 
although in the Belgiums, there were 
some very fine animals, among these 
being the sire and mare of the bunch. 
They were purchased three years bdck 
for $3,350, and from the two animals 
there are sore fine young stock, The 
purchaser is pleased with the results 
It was a credit for the dis- 
trict to have for a judge for the horses 
R. P. Stericker, of Chicago, who took 
every pains even though at times some 
of the animals were hardly up to the 
mark for exhibit!on in the ring. 

Carefal Judging 

The judg of the cattle, A. B. McGor- 
man, also exercised great care in his 
work, testing al! thoroughly, and while 
it could not be expected that he would 
be agreed with in every particular, his 
decisions were received as coming 
from one who could give good reasons. 
This may be explained by one instance 
by which an animal looked upon as al- 
most perfect in type was thrown out 
eltogether as she had six teats, In 
several instances he ruled out animals 
over age for the class in which they 
were showed. Mr. McGorman_ also 
handled the swine and sheep. Of the 
former, there were some good entries, 
but very few sheep. 

There was an ice showing of poul- 
try, but entries being chiefly by local 
people. Some of the large fanciers 
were on hand with exhibits, but did 
not compete. 

Attractions were in tents in a row 
on the west side of the grounds, and 
the Red Cross had a Jarge booth dis- 
pensing refreshments and _  sepving 
meals. Very creditable displays of 
farm machinery, etc., were shown by 
B, F. Morris and 8. F, Tobin, that of 
the latter both in the hall and on the 
grounds being very fine indeed.

Sir—In youSamue of September i4th 
a corresponden® styling himself “Via 
Lactia,” states that up to September 
ist, Edmonton district dairy farmers

If this be true, the farmers to whom 
“Via, Lactia’ refers, should patronize: 
a different dairy, 
‘of farmers patronizing the various 
dairies received much better prices 
than the above, The lowest price for 
city milk that our patrons have re- 
ceived this summer has been $2.10 
per 100 pounds, for milk of 
test, with a premium of 4 cents for 
each tenth of a per cent.

uverage, At this price we buy much 
more than sufficient milk for the city

Of course, the farmer 
uilk inferior to the average 
ress, received less than the above 
price.

When Goss defeated Jack Rooke 


Joe Goss defeated Jack Rooke in sixty-four rounds at Birm- 
ingham, England, on September 20, 1859, just fifty-elght years ago 
today. This was the first ring battle Goss fought. He afterward 
came to Amé@rica and battied his way te the heavyweight cham- 
pionship. Joe was twenty-one when he fought the memorable 
battle at Birmingham. Before coming to these shores he fought 
three contests with Jem Mace, one ending in a draw, while the 
other two were victories for Jem. Goss was thirty-six years old when 
he annexed the American title by whipping Tom Allen in Kentucky, 
and he was in his 42nd year when he lost the championship to 
Paddy Ryan in an 87-round contest at Collier Station, W. Va. Goss’ 
ring career extended over twenty years, and he was at his best when 
he was about 40 years old. Joe did not live long after retiring from 
the ring, as he died in 1885, in his 47th year. With the exception

The man who upset the world’s tum- 
my by his exposure of alleged condi- 
tions at the Chicago stockyards; the 
man who holds that fasting is the rem- 
edy for nearly all the ills of the human 
body, and Socialism the cure for the 
numerous ailments that afflict , the 


body politic; the man whose wife de- 
serted him for a “tramp poet,” on the 
ground that he was an “essential mon- 
ogamist''; the man who-—but why go 
n, for everybody knows that the man 
is Upton Sinclair, novelist and reform- 
er, who ie today celebrating, out in 
California, his thirty-ninth birthday. 
The thirty-eight years that he has left 
behind him have been busy years in- 
deed. 

Upton 6inclair was born at RBalti- 
more, Sept. 20, 1878. He graduated 
from the College of the City of New 
York in 1897 with the degree of A. B., 
and then went to Columbia University 
for four years. He was still undergo- 
ing the educatioanl process when he 
met, woed and won Meta Fuller, of
